RULES OF PROCEDURE AND CONDUCT OF BUSINESS 

IN THE COUNCIL OF STATES 

CHAPTER I 

SHORT TITLE AND DEFINITIONS 
1 . These rules may be called " The Rules of Procedure short title . 
and Conduct of Business in the Council of States " . 

2. In these rules , unless the context otherwise Definitions .

“ The Constitution " means the Constitution of India ; 
" Council " means the Council of States; 
" Finance Minister " Includes any Minister ; 
" Gazette" means the Gazette of India ; 
" House " means the House of the People; 
" Houses" means the Council of States and the House 
of the People ; 
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“ Member" means a member of the Council of States ; 
* Member in charge of the Bill" means in the case of a 

Government Bill any Minister and in any other 

case the member who has introduced the Bill ; 
" Minister " means a member of the Council of Ministers , 

a Minister of State , a Deputy Minister, or a Parlia 

mentary Secretary ; 
" Private Member " means a member other than a 

Minister ; 
" Secretary " means the Secretary to the Council and 

includes any person for the time being performing 

the duties of the Secretary . 
Words and expressions used in the Constitution and also 
in these rules shall , unless the context otherwise requires , 
have the meanings assigned to them in the Constitution .
